A LOST OPPORTUNITY 


— While our farmers are complain- 
ing of the surplus of hay ‘and oats, 
and the poor prices for both pro- 
ducts, the finest possible market 
fo- both has been allowed to slip 
away from us without an effort, and 
even without our realizing it antil 
toc late. There were upwards of a 
thousand teams at work this sea- 
son between Battleford and Vegre- 
ville. and most of them this side of 
Lloydminster, where the work gstop- 
ped. They could not winter in the 


' locality where their. work was being 


finished, because there was neither 
hay nor grain there. Jmjstead of co- 
ming on te Edmonton to winter, 
where beth hay .and grain are plen- 
tiful and cheap, and where their 
next season’s work lies, nearly ev- 
ery team has been shipped east to 
Manitoba and beyond. at very son- 
siderable expense, and risk of ‘oss. 
Those who come back next spring 
will have to ship over the Same 
and 


route again, at the same risk 
loss. In going out this fall they 
would have to drive much further 
to reach the raiiway than they 
would have to reach Edmonton. It 
is not likely that the teams could 
be wintered anywhere more cheaply 
or more safely than 2t Edmontons 
and it looks as if something might 
very well have been done te turn 
the attention of the contractors thig 
way, and so secure % good demand 
cf Edmoniton’s surplus produce, to 
the benefit of all parties concerned.

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry fer 
a homestead ia required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditicns connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence 
upen and cultivatica of the land in 
each year duripg the term of three 


(2) If the father (or mother, if tlie 
father is deceased) of any person whe 
is eligible te make a homestead ontry 
under the provisions of this Ast, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requiremerts sf 
this Act as to residence prior to ob- 
taining patent, may be aatiafied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has chtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
eate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres 
eribed by thie Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of thie Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. : 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home 
stead, the requirementea of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon eaia tard. 

The term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same townsliip 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 
ship. 

A settler who availa himse!f cf itic 
provisions of Ciauses 2, 2 er 4, must 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
buildings fer their accommodation, 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
anc have besides 80 acres substan- 
fenced. 

The privilege of a second entry is 
restricted by law to those settlers 
only who completed the duties upon 
thei: firat homeeteads to entitle 
them to patent on or before the 2nd 
June, 1889, 

#Zvery homesteader who failg to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry cancalled, and the land may bo 
again thrown open for entry. 

Appieation fer patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, wub-agent, ear 
Homestead Inepeetor. Hefore making 
appliestion fer patent the settler 
taust give six mouths’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Landa, at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do so.
